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VISIT TO PAPER MILLS. 

Yesterday several of the members who had 
attended the conference on the previous feed 
paid a visit to the old-established 
mills at Saggart, Co. Dublin, where of" 
were recéived by Captain Drury and ether 
directors of the firm, who econductéd them 
over the various departments, 
them the process of paper-making from be- 
ginning to end. 

At the Swiftbrook Mills, Saggart, paper 
of the highest grades only are made. he 
mills are equipped with the best and most 
modern machinery for the work in hand, 
from tub-sizing to drying and calendering, 
and cutting notepaper with the guillotine. 
The envelope-making and packing Was one 
of the operations which attracted the atten- 
tion of the visitors, 

‘he premises are extensive and well 
situated It requires a lot of power to drive 
all the machinery, Most of it is driven by 
electricity, some by steam and some by water 
power. The electricity is manufactured at 
the mills by Diesel engines of 600 h.p., each 
of which run the whole week without 
stopping night and day. The électric 
current is conveyed to the various parts of 
the mills from the power-house bv electric 
cables, which are covered with steel armour- 
ing. running under ground. 

Sir Robert Baird (Belfast) proposed a vote 
of thanks to Captain E. M. bin, manager 
of the mills, for having given the members of 
the first conference of the Irish Master 
Printers’ Association an opportunity of visit- 
ing the old-established Swiftbrook Mills at 
Saggart, It was a pleasant thing for Irish- 
men to know that there was in the country a 
well-equipped “mill which turned out ‘the 
highest class of paper for stationery, account 
books and envelopes. It was especially 
gratifving to him to se the up-to-date 
machinery which the mill contained, and to 
have witnessed the process of paper-making 
ian beginning to end as it was carried on 

ere 

It was interesting to recall that the well. 
known name '“Swiítbrook " derived its name 
from the famous Irishman, Dean Swift, the 
ruins of whose residence was close by. Like 
St. Patrick, they. in the North claimed Dean 
Swift, because he was for a while rector of 
Carrickfergus, The brook which runs adjacent 
to these mills was called Swift's Brook— 
hence the name of the mills and its products. 
He (Sir Robert) and his father be him 
had been customers of these mills since 1861— 
they were, by the way, more patriotic then 
than they were now. He knew that the paper 
from these mills was the only stationery and 
aveount books paper that was used by the 
Belfast Corporation and by many public 
boards in the North and in other parts of the 
country. It was up to them all as master 
péist to support the Saggart mills, and he 
noped that their products would he more 
widely known and used than they were even 
at present. (Hear, hear.) He felt sure that 
every one who had the privilege of inspecting 
the works would carry away héin 
memories. (Applause. ) 

Captain Drury, in acknowledging the com 
pliment, said that the présence a so many 


master printers would give the proprietors and } 


managers of the mills courage to tackle the 
difficulties which arose from time to time in a 
business, like theirs. There was no doubt that 
co-operation between makers and users would 
be mutually beneficial. He could promise on 
behalf of the House of John McDonnell and 
Co, that they would give the best valve in the 
trade, and also that t were gratefal for the 
support which they had réceived from. the 
Irish ‘printers and the public. The frm had 
been working for 135 years. and he hoped that 
they would keep running for an equally jon long

\IR MECHANIC’S NARRATIVE, 


Dr. J. J. Adams, Coroner for South Antrim, 
opening the inquest yesterday in the board- 
room of the Massereene Hospital, said that 
that was the first fatal injury in connection 
vith flying at Aldergrove, and he thought 


that that spoke well for both officers and» 


machines. 

Flight Commander Charles Toogood, who is 
in charge of flying at Aldergrove, said that on 
Monday at about 1.40 p.m. he gave the de- 
ceased officer instructions to take aero machine 
i 9410 for = flight. The machine had been 
inspected and found worthy, It had been 
tested in the air that morning. When he next 
‘aw Lieutenant Evans he was in hospital and 
unconscrous., ; 

Flying Officer Victor Hatton, who was up 
in the machine for an hour on Monday morn- 
ing, said that it was in : 

CRAFTSMAN’S ESCAPE. 

Second Class Air Craftsman Vietor Gyles, 
who was in the machine when it fell, was the 
next witness. He said that they left the 
ground at 1.50 and reached a height of 3,000 
feet. They flew in the direction of Belfast, 
and then turned towards Antrim. Apparently 
Lieutenant Evans intended to practise a forced 
landing in a field near the aerodrome. He 
side-slipped the aeroplane towards the field, 
and when he reached the height of the trees 
he turned to run the length of the field. A 
tree appeared in front, and the lieutenant 
pulled up the nose of the machine and cleared 

Immediately afterwards the machine nose- 
dived and struck the ground. When it strack 
the witness jumpéd out and went to the 
“Bail assistance and saw that he was badly 
inJurea, 

Replying to the Coroner, the witness said 
that when the machine went over the tree it 

stalled ” (lost flying speed). i 

Flight Lieutenant Preston explained to the 
Coroner the reasons for practising forced land- 
ings. If airmen were always landing on the 
aerodrome ground they got used to it, as it 
was a large one. Some day, however, when 
an engine ceased to work they would have to 
make a forced landing ; therefore, when an 
officer was flying it was well for him to prac- 
tise landing on a field like this. Evans pos- 
sibly thought it was a good field for the 
— and did not see the tres until it was 
00 iate. 

Dr. T. B. Scott, Antrim, said that the 
officer died half an hour after he had been 
brought to hospital.. He had severe laceration 
vo! the right thigh, right leg and knee. His 
right arm was brokee and the forearm badly 
acerated. There was a fracture of the skull 
and severe laceration and compression of the 
brain. In his opinion, death was due to 
severe cerebral injury, and the deceased was 
unconscious all the time.

A BOON. TO RURAL 
RESIDENTS. 
—— 


The Post Office Department is making 
good progress with the development of the 
policy of the "Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs to extend and pdpularise the 
use of the telephone in the Free State. 
Of the 320 exchanges now working one- 
fourth have been opened since the be- 
ginning of the present year. There are 
also 750 call offices and 22,000 subscribers. 

The latest telephone activity of the De- 
partment % ‘he adoptim of the “party 
line“ system, which has been put in 
cperatior in the areas of the Naas ancl 
Clondalk'n Exchanges. The idea is taken. 
from the United States, where the system 
has been in operation for a number of 
years, and where its use is becoming more 
and more general in the rural districts. 
It has been adopted also in some parts of 
rural Englana where its possibilities have 
been realised. 


THE SYSTEM. 
ADVANTAGES AND DIS- 
ADVANTAGES. 


The “party line” is intended to serve sub- 
scribers firing in remote country districts to 
whom the provision of a single line as in the 
towns would be so costly as to be genera 
rohibitive. . Under the new system one line 
Finks up a number of houses lying along the 
one route from the local exchange. The line 
is common to all the subscribers to it, and 
from that arises the disadvantage that the 
conversation in one can be heard in oi tle 
houses that are connected if the owners have 
the curiosity to listen. That—a small thing in 


itself—is more than counter-balanced by. the 


cheapness and usefulness of the service. 

To illustrate its use, let us suppose that 
ten people have a party line from the ex- 
change in a town a dozen miles away. Each 
has got a distinguishing '' ring up,” but when 
one receives a call all the others know of it. 
Each one of the ten can ring up any one of 
the others and talk for as long as they like, 
and without any time fee, during the hours 
that the local exchange is open. e “party 
Jine " subscribers can also speak to any num- 
ber connected with their exchange, whether 
on the system or not, and through the ex- 
change they can get on to the trunk lines 
and send or receive messages from any place 
in the country where there is a telephone. 

The system has advantages from’ the busi- 
ness and from the social aspects of life in 
isolated areas. The former are manifest, for 
the telephone brings the most out of the 
way home into immediate contact with the 
world. The social advantages are that the 
subscribers can get in touch with friends and 
acquaintances and exchange useful news, make 
appointments, or carry on all the pleasant 
but unimportant gossip of the day, for which 
the opportunities might otherwise be limited. 

THE COST. 

The cost of securing all the advantages of 
the “party line’’ installation depends on the 
number of subscribers. At least three sub- 
scribers, all living more than half a mile 
from an exchange, are required before the 
line can be set up, and there must be at least 
two subscribers for each mile of its length. 
All, of course, must live along, or close to, 
the same road. If there are three subscribers 
to the mile the charge on each will be £4 a 
year, and if two to the mile about £4 10s, a 
year. Generally speaking, the “party line” 
telephone will cost the person who has it 
from £4 to £6 a year. There is no other 
payment, no matter how many calls are

charged at the usual rate. 
_ There are seven subscribers on the “party 
line " in the Co. Kildare, which was set up

THE INCENTIVE TO THRIFT. 


In the course of His explanation of the 
Pensions Scheme,.the Minister challenged the 
statements which: had made in some 
British newspapers that the new Act would 
put an intolerable burden upon industry, 
which it is not capable of bearing, and re- 
move from the working classes the incentive 
to thrift. 

When the reduction in contributions to the 
Unemployment and Health Insurance Funds 
is taken mito consideration, he said, the in- 
creased cormtribution in the case of industrial 
employers and workers will be only 2d, per 
week each in the case of a man and id. per 
week in the case of a woman. Take the case 
of a firm in the linen industry employing, 
say, 600 workers. The increased contribu- 
tions which the employer will have to pay 
will only be about £145 per annum, which is 
a mere trifle on a wages bill of somewhere 


argument might be used that it is the last 
straw that breaks the camel's back, but, on 


the size that he had indicated, and which 
may be taken as about an average concern, 
this small charge could not make an appre- 
ciable difference. 


If the scheme was on a non-contributory . 


basis, he admitted that in certain instances 
it might take away the incentive to thrift, 
but the Act assures that employés will be 
encouraged. to save by the fact that not only 
will they have to do so, but that to their 
savings will’ be added sums contributed by 
their employers and the State. The Ulster 
Government intends to provide for the re- 
moval of the thrift disqualification for old 
age pensions, so that by saving the working 
classes will no longer feel that they are 
jeopardising their pension benefits. 
WIDOWS’ PENSIONS. 

The Act provides for a pension of 10s, per 
week to the widow of an insured man who 
dies after the 4th January next, in addition 
to allowances for her children at the rate of 
5s. fcr the eldest or only child and 3s. for 
each other child, provided they are under 14 
years of age, or under 16 years if receiving 
full-time instrection in a day school, 
further provides for the payment of pensions 
to arphan children—that is, children both of 
whose parents are dead—of 7s. 6d. per week 
until such children reach the age of 14 years, 
or 16 years if receiving full-time instruction 
in a day school; Existing widows—that is, 
widows whose husbands have died prior to 
the 4th January next, and on whose behalf 
no contributions have been paid under the 
new scheme—will not be entitled to a 
widow's pension unless aj least one child of 
the marriage, ot of a previous marriage, is 
living who is under fourteen and a half 

ears. 

With regard to old age pensions,’ Mr. 
Andrews said that under the scheme a con- 
tributory pension of 10s. a week will be 
payable, after 2nd January, 1928, to insured 

sons who have been two years resident 
in the country, who have been for five years 
continuously insured, and who ate 65 years 
of age or over, but who have not attained 
the age of 70 years. The wife of an insured 
person, though not actually insured herself, 
will obtain a similar pension, provided that 
her husband jis ‘between the ages of 65 and 
70 years, and she herself. is between these 
ages. This scheme will, as regards contribu- 
tions, be worked with the present health in- 
surance scheme, one stamp of the prescribed 
value and one card being sufficient to cover 


pensions will continue to be paid. 

Tn conclusion, he said that in his opinion 
this bill will insist upon ‘all employers doing, 
of necessity, to some extent, what good em- 
ployers in various ways do willingly and 
freely at the present time.

Overseas Elections. 


Dominion elections are coming thick and 
fast. Before the final distribution of 
preferences which will decide who are to 
be the nineteen new. Free State Senators, 
the democracies.of Australia and Canada 
either will have confirmed the mandate of 
existing Ministries or will. have empowered 
new men to form new Governments. In 
Australia the coming contest will be 
fought upon. issues. with which are 
bound up the whole future security 
of the Commonwealth. In his state- 
ment to the House of Representatives 
the Federal Prime Minister declared that 
he had asked for a dissolution to test 
whether the people desired that Australia 
should be governed by Parliament or by 
outside influences. The crisis has arisen 
as a result of the shipping strike, the 
effects of which have been felt even more 
severely in Australian than in British 
ports, There, as at home, the strikers 
are in revolt against the official trade 
union policy. Australian Labour leaders, 
however, while nominally im opposition to 
the revolutionaries, not only have failed 
to assert. théir authority, but, according 
to Mr. Bruce, are endeavouring to make 
political capital out of the measures which 
the Government have been compelled to 
adopt for tho maintenance of law and 
order. Mr. Bruce asks the constituencies 
to strengthen: his hand and to enforce the 
supremacy of representative government. 
In effect, the Federal Ministry has taken 
action to ‘safeguard organised Labour 
from the onslaught ofits Red extremists, 
and the so-called moderates, instead of co- 
operating in the work, are engaged in 
trying to trip their rescuers by the heels. 

When a trade dispute produces an up- 
heaval that menaces the peace and security 
of the State, the last word rests with the 
electorate. All sides in the Australian 
quarrel have professed to appeal to Cesar. 
Apparently they are not too well pleased 
with Mr. Bruce's decision that to Cesar 
they shall. go. One good effect of the 
dissolution is the fact that Mr; Charlton, 
the leader of the Parliamentary Opposition, 
is reported to be making strenuous efforts 
to bring about a settlement of the strike 
before voters are called upon to mark their 
ballot papers. Like a prudent tactician, 
h> realises that the Australian people, 
confronted with the question whether 
they are to be masters in their own 
house, are not likely to renounce their 
authority for the benefit of a minority 
which, is. bent upgn. making ordered 
rule impossible. Mr. Charlton’s new 
zeal for a settlement goes far to confirm 
the charge of Mr, Bruce that official 
Labour has been playing deliberately with 
fire for no other purpose than the possi- 
bility of securing a party advantage. This 
is not an attitude that ought to commend 
itself to Australian trade unioniste—much 
less to the Australian people. Whatever 
may be said in favour of manceuvres of 
this kind under normal. political condi- 
tions, to indulge in them in the critical 
times through which Australia, like the 
rést of the world, is passing is to stake the 
fortunes of the whole community on the 
maddest kind of gamble. Mr. Bruce may 
succeed or he may fail, but at least his 
decision ensures that the nation shall not 
be committed to a policy without an oppor- 


| tunity to weigh its consequences for them- 


selves. 

In the Canadian elections the conflict is 
curiously, each of the rival sides appears 
} to be more perturbed by domestic schisms 
than by the dangers that threaten it from 
official opponents. Mr. Mackenzie King 
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is reported to be arranging to run candi- 
| dates who will back a new Conservative 
Government only on condition that some 
other Premier than Mr, Meighen is 
selected to guide its fortunes. Quebec, is 
usual, is taking its own line; but the 
expectation is that M. Patenandé and his 
followers will make terms after the elec- 
tion with the official Conservatives.. The 
situation is interesting because of the 
possibility that, however the election goer, 
the balance of power may depend upon 
minority groups on both sides. Canadians 
are very resourceful politicians, and, since 
no great national problems are at. stake, 
the interplay of parties, great and small, 
will afford leaders an opportunity to de- 
monstrate their skill without much real 
fear that the performance will injure 
Canadian interests. 


Germans and Germans. 


We announced yesterday that the 
Curatorship of Irish Antiquities in the 
National Museum, Dublin, had been filled 
by the appointment of Dr. W. Bremer, 
formerly Professor of Archmology in Mar- 
burg University. He will succged the late 
Mr. Edmund Armstrong, whose death was 
a sad loss to Irish scholarship; and it 
will be Dr, Bremers duty not only to 
maintain, but to augment, a high tradi- 
tion. Even during Mr. Armstrong’s too 
brief tenure of office the bounds of the art, 
or science, of archmology were enlarged 
enormously, In recent years the ex- 
cavator’s, spade has unearthed secrets 
which have modified our whole conception 
of ancient history and have established 
new links. between the primitive societies 
of the Western world. Archeology is 
essentially a comparative science. Our 
remote ancestors may have been as insular 
in spirit as most Irishmen are to-day, but 
nobody is competent to investigate their 
customs and institutions who has not 
studied, 
countries, the early developments of man- 
kind. In this all-important respect Dr. 
Bremer is a happy choice for the highest 
office which Irish archeology can offer. 
He is a distinguished member of the 
younger school, has conducted researches in 
Greece, Hungary and Germany, and has 
acquired a special knowledge of the 
archeology of Great Britain and Ireland. 
If the Free State makes the swift and 
peaceful progress which all men desire for 
her, the study of native antiquities ought 
to flourish in future years, and Dr, 
Bremer will have a great opportunity to 
popularise it in the universities and 
schools and to open new paths of inquiry. 
Naturally, no educated Irishman will 
raise the slightest. objection to Dr. 
Bremer’s appointment because he happens 
to be a German. He is the best man who 
could be secured for the post, or, at 
any rate, he is a very good man; and that 
is the only thing that matters.

weight in the sphere of economics and in 
the sphere of education are very different.

Great Britain’s engineering trade is 
stricken sorely as a resrit of the war which 
Germany thrust upon her in 1914. Was 
it expedient, from the Free State’s point 
of view, to give a huge engineering con- 
tract to a German firm and to withhold 
from British firms even the right to make 
a competitive tender? It was, we 
think, exceedingly inexpedient, since best 
customers seldom are flouted without dis- 
concerting results; and that is our main 
objection to the German Shannon scheme. 
While, however, business is business, 
science is science. Neither commercial 
nor political considerations ought to be 
allowed to trouble that ampler air. So 
far as the needs of Irish archsology are 
concerned, Dr. Bremer’s qualifications are 
everything; his nationality is nothing. 
This is precisely the argument which the 
Free State Government refuses to recognise 
in its deplorable attack upon the British 
Medical Register. 


Street Trading. 


The question of street-trading in Dublin 
often has been raised by the civic reformer, 
and it is to-day more pressing than ever. 
There is a natural reluctance to take any 
action which would savour of harshness 
towards humb’s citizens. Yet sympathy and 
charity. ought not to be exercised at the 
expense of the ratepaying shopkeeper ani 
of the health and well-being of a consider- 
able area of the city. It certainly seems 
that street-trading is on the increase. The 
problem of dealing with our growing 
traffic is not rendered easier by the 
narrowing of the traffic channels; but it 
is,‘ perhas, from the sanitary standpoint 
that street-trading raises the most serious 
apprehensions. Who can contend that 
articles of food, handled indiscriminately 
by discriminating hands, exposed to the 
dust and mud of a busy thoroughfare, cre 
all that such food ought to be? Can ary- 
one who 1s seen the streets littered with 
the from the stalls believe that 
such streets are healthy or even pleasant? 
We know that street-trading is an old 
institution, but the laws of health have 
no respect for what is old as such. There 
are many picturesque usages of the street 
which once h ld in Europe and to-day lend 
interest to S:-aarkand and Bokhara. 
Street-trading persists in the suburbs of 
London, especially on the South side of 
the river. It flourishes in many cities on 
the Continent, but is very strictly regu-

The decision of the Free State’s Depart- 
ment of Posts and Telegraphs to develop 
the “party-line”’ system of telephones 
marks « distinct advance. Some time 
ago the system was inatgurated in 
County Kildare, and the experiment has 
been so satisfactory that the Post Office 
has decided to extend it to the areas 
covered by the Naas and Kildare ex- 
changes. The system, which is worked 
with success in America and in parts of 
rural England, is designed to meet the 
needs of residents in thinly populated 
districts, where the iustallation of a single 
line would be too expensive. A common 
line is given to two or,more subscribers 
whose homes or business premises lie along 
the route served by the local exchange. 
Though this method of “linking up ” has 
the welcome virtue of cheapness, it has 
the disadvantage that conversations on the 
line are the common property of. those 
who may care to “listen in.” A business 
man who desired to discuss private affairs 
would feel uncomfortable if he suspected 
that his next-door neighbour could over. 
hear him. Yet. the low cost is an im- 
portant compensation. If there are three 
subscribers to the mile, the fee is only 
£4 per annum, and the subscriber can 
have as many calls as he chooses, except- 
ing trunk calls, without additional charge. 
We hope that the success of the venture 
will be such as to warrant its rapid exten- 
sion. With any large development of the 
Saorstat telephone system must come a 
corresponding reduction in rentals and 
charges. There. are now twenty-two 
thousand telephone subscribers in the 
Saorstat—a small figure in a State which 
has a population of more than three 
millions. 


THE PARSEE RACE. 


SOME PERSONAL IMPRESSIONS. 


(By H. V. G.) 

In these days of publicity the personal 
antics of an individual. may overshadow 
temporarily the good report of a community. 
Just as the recent “' Evolution ” trial in Day- 
ton, Tennessee, eclipsed for a few weeks the 
traditional reputation of the Americans for 
“ horse-sense,”’ so the graceless utterances of 
Mr. Saklatvala, M.P. for North Battersea ‘in 
the House of Commons, threaten to enshroud 
the whole Parsee community in a fog of 
odium. As one who has spent many years in 
the East and has met many Parsees, the 
writer would like to take up his pen in their 
defence. 

Emigrés- from the country of their birth— 
Persia—on account of religious persecution, 
they landed on the Western seaboard of India 
many centuries ago. confining themselves 
chiefly to the district of Gujerat, which 
stretches from Bombay and Surat up to the 
salt marshes of Cutch. During the passing of 
generations they dropped their Persian speech 
and adopted Gujerati, which is still their 
lingue franca, They still kept, however, the 
religion for which they had been prepared to 
suffer exile. Although their one-time masters, 
the Portuguese, showed them the example, 
they rigidly avoided inter-marriage with the 
native races, To-day their blood is pure and 
their complexion as fair as those of any high- 
land Persian. Keen on business, they became 
merchants, storekeepers, brokers and bankers, 
yet took care to eschew the meaner activities 
of business life which those who surrounded 
them were quite ready to undertake. The 
bunnia or shroff—the money-lender who 
charges an anna in the rupee per month as 
interest and has the peasantry in pawn to 
himself for generations ahead—is not a Parsee. 
© progress of the race was somewhat 
restricted until the arrival of the Paz 
Britannica, but since its advent the com- 
munity has gone ahead and gone far—perhaps, 
too far for the feelings of the British them- 
selves, They own the finest bungalows on 
Malabar Hill, Bombay; their womenfolk are 
splendid in purple and fine linen; on the 
arine Drive in the ceol of the evening they 
have the finest cars and the highest-stepping 
orses. This success, however, has ~~ 
honestly earned. The British have had equal 
chances and have been equally successful ; 


but, since they refuse to spend their money in 


a country which will never be home to them, 
their success, perhaps, has not been so spec- 
tacular. The Tata Steel Company, the Tata 
Hydro-Electric Power Company, the Tata 
Industrial Bank are all Parsee companies, as 
are a score of cotton mills. Bombay's best 
hotel is owned and managed by Parsees. With 
his queer, shining hat and alpaca frock-coat, 
the Parsee flits all over the city as a broker— 
in the money and stock markets, in produce, 
in foreign EN SN The lesser lights of 
Parsee-dom provide office staffs for the 
thousand and one concerns of Western India. 
Up-country and across to Bengal the Parsee 
sends his business tentacles—always alert, 
always keen. Nusserwanjee and Co. own the 
refreshment contract for the North-Western 
Railway; Jamasjee and Son are the Lipton 
of Northern India; J. Madan is the 
Gilbey of the Calcutta side. 

The Parsee has never forgotten his race. 
He has never regarded himself as an Indian, 
nor is he one. His politics have, therefore, 
been the politics of the British community ; 
for in an India without the British he would 
become once more the prey of warring princes 
and a beacon of loot to rival armies. The 
British always have recognised his peculiar 
position and have accorded. him special 
oor Until the reformed Constitution 

ame operative the Parsees were the only 
non-British race permitted to enrol them- 
selves in the volunteer corps. Ih times of 
stress they have always been on the British 
side. e writer was in Bombay during 
the serious riots in the spring of 1919— 
prelude to the Punjab rising and the third 
Afghan War. It was the Parsee battalion 
that stopped the rot in the labyrinth of 
slums around Byculla. 

Cynics may sneer that the loyalty of the 
Parsee to the British Raj is eupboard-love; 
that he must back the British because 
without them he would be despoiled. The 
answer to this turns on the definition of the 
word “loyalty.” If by loyalty is meant the 
quasi-deification of absolute monarchy and 
the blind submission to authority which char- 
acterised —— Germany, then the Parsee 
is possibly disloyal. If, however, the word 
is used in its broader sense, and the require. 
ments of loyalty are satisfied by a high 
standard of morality, private and commercial ; 
by a sound conception of the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of citizenship; by a respect for 
es law and order, and by satisfaction 
with gradual progress along the lines laid 
down for Indian constitutional development, 
then the Parsee may be considered ardently 
loyal in the modern—as opposed to the 

nac t interpr etation of that term.

HE Free State trade statistics issued by 
the Department of Industry and-Com- 
merce for the month of June last show 
that exports from Great Britain have. de- 
creased by £178,200, as compared with the 
same month in 1924, while our exports 
have decreased by £774,114. Imports from 
other countries than Great Britain have 
increased by £514,759, and our exports to 
them increased by £20,767. 

The exports to America have grown 
from £6,000 to £16,000, while the’ Free 
State imported only £209,345 against 
against £582,000 a year ago. The imports 
from the Argentine decreased from 
£263,000 to £95,000, and our exports to 
that country were £471.. 

From Canada we imported £99,000 worth 
of goods, which showed a decline of ‘roughly 
£114,000, and in return we sent them

Importation of wearing apparel of all 
kinds shows a huge decrease, With the 
single exception of boots and shoes, which 
in June last was £119,272, as compared 
with £68,684 in June, 1924 (which was 
the first complete.month during which the 
boot tax operated).

The dispute in regard to the Mosul frontier 
became acute this morning. In a letter to the 
League Council, Mr. Amery, the British 
member of the Council, makes charges that 
the Turkish» Army has been concentrated 
along the frontiers, violating the status quo, 
and he demands that the Council shall meet 
to-day or to-morrow to consider the violation. 

Mr. Amery informed the Council that the 
Turkish troops have crossed the provisional 
line, solemnly laid down by the Council at its 
extraordinary meeting at Brussels last 
October, and have deported to Turkey the in- 
habitants of four Christian Nestorian villages 
—viz., Sul, Sinat, Nuzur and Dershieh—which 
lie several miles south of the line, 

The British Gcvernment feels strongly, de- 
clares Mr. Amery’s letter, that, quite apart 
from any humanitarian. considerations, such 
as are necessarily involved in the forcible de- 
portation of these unhappy people at this time 
of the year, in a cold, inhospitable region, the 
action of the Turkish Government in deport- 
ing Christians from the villages which lie 
between the Brussels line and the frontier, 
claimed by the British Government, is un- 
questionably a movement which might modify 
the present state of the territories, the final 
fate of which will depend upon the decision 
to be reached on the subject of the frontier. 

Mr. Amery then declares that the forcible 
deportation of the villagers south of the pro- 
visional Brussels line is a violation of Article 3 
of the Lausanne Treaty, concerning the main- 
tenance of the status quo. 

In view of the statement made by the 
Turkish Foreign Minister that assertions 
about previous deportations in the British 
delegation’s letter to the Council on Septem-

Ae children attending Free State 
elementary schools are to receive ih 
future medical and dental attention and 
treatment, the cóst of which will be borne 
in egual parts by the local authorities an 

e State. ! 

The conditions governing the administra- 
tion of the scheme are set out in a regula- 
tion, published as far back as 1920, by the 
Public Health Department, which bids 
fair to work a revolution in ‘the health 
of our children. 

A START MADE. 

Unfortunately, owing to a series of un- 
foreseen circumstances, the disturbed state 
of the country, and the difficulty of 
securing qualified medical men and women 
with the necessary wide experience in 
public health work and administration, the 
scheme had to be held in abeyance except in 
Cork and Clonmel, where for the past year 
or so it has been in operation with ex- 
cellent results. 

The scheme is now to be more widely 
adopted, and it is hoped that, early next 
year, it will be extended to a large number 
of counties in the Free State. A consider- 
able time must elapse before the scheme 
can be made applicable all over the 
country, but it is safe to say that at the 
end of 1926 it will be in general force. 

In broad outline the regulation, which 
is based upon the provisions of the Public 
Health (Medical Treatment of Children) 
(Ireland) Act, 1919, passed by the British 
Parliament, makes the following. duties 
compulsory upon the local authority, which 
for this purpose is the County Council or 
the Borough Council :— 


1—The preparation of a draft scheme for 
attending to the health and physical condition 
of children attending elementary schools in 
the County Council area. 

2—The appointment of a _ whole-time 
School Medical Officer, and, where necessary, 
of whole-time Assistant School Medical 
Officers. In making these appointments the 
local authority shall keep before them the 
desirability of appointing women doctors. 

3—The appointment of one or more whole- 
time registered dentists in actual practice. 

4—The appointment of qualified medical 
and surgical nurses. 

&—Provision of medical, surgical, dental, 
ophthalmic and nursing instruments and ap- 
pliances, and the arrangement for premises 
or accommodation, lighting, heating, ete., for 
the purposes of the scheme. 


to the treatment of children in hospitals, in- 
stitutions and dispensaries. 


MANY APPOINTMENTS, 


In accordance with the regulation, every 
local authority will be required to.submit for 
the approval of the Public’ Health Depart- 
ment and the Local Government Board a 
scheme for its own area on these lines, and 
the appointment of medical officers, dentists 
and nurses, and the remuneration to be paid 
to them, will be subject to the approval of 
the same central authorities. 

In Cork the scheme, under Dr. A. M. 
Sullivan, a lady practitioner, has worked out 
very satisfactorily from the administrative 
point of view, and, though still in the experi- 
mental stage, has worked wonders in the 
health of elementary school children, 


. DUBLIN SCHEME. 

In Dublin Du M. J. Russell, who is at 
ae in the United States studying public 

alth administration, has already submitted 
a scheme for the cunsideration of the City 
Commissioners and* the approval of the 
Public Health Department when it is sanc- 
tioned by the Commissioners. 

When the iveal authority has received ap- 
proval of its draft scheme the work of ad- 
ministration will devolve upon the County 
Board of Health. The actual supervision of 
the medical inspection and treatment will, 
however, be in the hands of the 
Medical Superintendent Officer of Health. 
under whose supervisory direction the school 
medical officers, dentists and nurses will carry 
out their duties. 

The scheme will necessitate the appointment 
by virtually every county council of a medical 
superintendent officer of health, one or more 
school medical officers, a dentist and one or 
two nurses. In the case of the smaller and 
less densely populated areas it may be found 
practicable to link two counties together for 
the purposes of the scheme. 


THE QUALIFICATIONS. 

The regulation lays it down that the school 
medical officers must possess high scientific 
qualifications and be registered in the medical 
register in respect of a diploma in sanitary 
science, public health, or State medicine, or 
that they shall have such qualifications or 
experience of public health or school inspec- 
tion work as the Public Health Department 
may approve. It is the intention as far as 
possible to appoint women doctors to these 
positions in view of their special aptitude for 
dealing with children. 


STUDYING AMERICAN METHODS. 

Quite recently the Department ‘sent three 
doctors to America to study public health 
work, with a view to learning up-to-date 
methods, and medical men and women are to 
be sent to several European countries with the 
same object. It is hoped by this means to 
broaden the experience of our public health 
officials, to the advantage of the State. 


regarded as an effort to co-ordinate and con- 
tinue among the children the work of the 
maternity. and child-welfare schemes at pre: 
sent in operation, so that the child will be to 
a great extent núder the’ constarit care of 
qualified and efficient medical~ men, nurses 
and dentists, from the day of his birth until 
he leaves the primary school and goes out into 
the world to seek a living. 


PREVENTIVE TREATMENT. 

The scheme is preventive rather than cura- 
tive in its intention. It is not expressly de- 
vised to deal with diseases other than those 
prevaleut among children, but, of course, 
if an inspecting. doctor found a 
child suffering from, say, a lung trouble, he 
would at once order the requisite treatment 
for its cure, To prevent such commen child 
disorders as diseased tonsils, adenoids, rickets, 
and eye troubles, which so often lead to more 
serious physical defects, is ite-chief object. 

The method of instruction will be thorough 
and frequently carried out in each of the 
schools in each area. From time to time the 
School Medical Officer will make a “' general '' 
inspection, which will consist of a searchin 
observation of the hands, head, eyes “sd 
mouth of each child, and when a child is 
obviously in need of special and detailed ex- 
amination, or who. is reported by a roses 
teacher or school nurse to.be in need of: 
ment, the Medical Officer will make a “ i 
cular " inspection, and complete a record card 
regarding the. child'a physical condition.

Fighting in~Morocco will continue until 
next Spring. Winter will bring famine 
and great suffering in the Rifi. A Franco- 
Spanish victory is an assured eventuality. 
These personal conclusions are based on 
eleven’ weeks’ observation and investiga- 
tion ‘with the military and naval forces of 
France and Spain in North Africa, 
The conditions of the climate and terrain 
support the first conclusion. The rainy 


‘season, arriving in full force within three 


weeks, will constitute a most important 
ally to Abdel Krim in his winter cam- 
peign. 

The mobility of his forces, unburdened 
with heavy transports, will enable him to 
strike repeatedly at isolated outposts. 
French: and Spanish operations will be 
confined to deferfsive measures in strongly 
entrenched positions, accessible by roads, 
with offensive action undertaken by air 
bombing forces only. 

The Berber tactics of infiltration, by 
which enemy forces again operate behind 
the French and Spanish lines, will con- 
tinue to harass and interrupt rear com- 
munications, and add enormously to the 
difficulties of supply and of the relief 
cclumns struggling forward through mud 
to the line positions. 


THE HEALTH PROBLEM. 

Neither European nor Senegalese troops 
will improve in health during the wet, 
cold, snow and raia of the North African 
nights, to which the Berber is acclimatised 
from birth. For these reasons it is be 
lieved that the initiative wil] pass to Abdel 
Krim, whose winter objective will be the 
capture of more guna and munitions from 
the Spanish and French for use in the 
spring. 

No militar~ decision will be reached by 
these tactics, against which the French 
forces, now numbering 150,000, are taking 
full precautions. In neither the French 
nor the Spanish camps is there any indica- 
tion that a conclusion by: arms will be 
attempted this year. 


250,000 TROOPS. 

Absence of roads in the Rifi precludes 
the possibility of advance beyond the 
present terminals of the communication 
lines before the rains begin.

TRIBESMEN SUBMITTING.

Abdel Krim is countering 
the movement to submit by taking hostages 
everywhere. Large numbers of fighting men 
lave been raised and placed under the com- 
mand of Si Mohammed, Abdel Krim’s 
brother, who has spread abroad a report that 
the Spanish forces at Cebadilla Bay are 
perishing of thirst on the shore.

Doubts are expressed in some quarters as to 
whether the action of the Ministry is strictly 
legal. It seems to be admitted that Mr. 
Chamberlain has not exceeded his powers up 
to the present; but it is suggested that, 
should he be obliged to pay cash for the 
vouchers, he will have to obtain the sanction 
of Parliament. There is, of course, not the 
slightest doubt that it would be readily 
accorded him. Labour members themselves 
who sit for West Ham have pressed the 
Board of Guardians to accede to the condi- 
tions for the loan, and they have earned the 
thanks of Mr. Chamberlain by their vigorous 
denunciation of the 'no rent” agitation 
which the Communists are striving to organise 
in the borough. . 

As the situation is entirely: new in this 
country, the law does not appear to have 
made any special provision for meeting it; 
but defaults by Boards of Guardians in the 

rformances of their duties was far 
ce uncommon in Southern Ireland 
durmg the last years of the Union, 
and the Irish Local Government Board 
was furnished with powers for dealing 
with them. When a Board of Guardians 
flagrantly abused its position to the financial 
injury of the ratepayers, the Local Govern- 
ment Board could dissolve it, and appoint 
paid guardians, whose salaries and expenses 
fell upon the rates, to act in its stead. Re- 
sort was frequently had to these powers, and 
the result was generally satisfactory to the 
ratepayers concerned. This country strongly 
approves of the principle of local self-govern- 
ment, but a whole mass of statutory enact- 
ments and departmental regulations are evi- 
dence that it also feels the necessity of plac- 
ing these bodies under a measure of central 
aupervision, guidance and control. Were the 
follies and extravagances of West Ham drawn 
into precedent elsewhere,.or were they pro- 
longed too far, they might suggest the ex- 
rediency of placing some such check upon 
the vagaries of local bodies, as was found to 
be effective and beneficial across the Channel. 

Happily there is no sign that either con- 
tingency is likely to arise at present. The 
West Ham Guardians have asked for another 
interview with the ‘Minister of Health next 
week, and it will be strange if the attitude 
of Mr, Thorne and his colleagues does not 
encourage and strengthen the non-Socialist re- 
sistance which is active ig the borough and 
exists in the Board of Guardians against the 
ridiculous and mischievous conduct of the 
Socialist Guardians and their Communist 
abettors.

OMMANDANT THOMAS JOSEPH 
MALONEY, an old R.A.F. pilot, 
who joined the Free State Army in 
Angust, 1922, was killed yesterday about 
a mile outside Kildare during the Free 
State Army Curragh manceuvres. 

The son of a Limerick farmer, he was 
born on the 16th January, 1899, at Shana- 
golden, Coynty Limerick, and was educated 
at St. Peter’s, Freshfield, Lancashire. 
and St. Munchin’s College, Limerick : 
Maguire’s Civil Service College, Dublin, 
and Birmingham University. 

During the war he joined the British 
Army and served in the Yorkshire Rezgi- 
ment, but was later transferred to the 
R.A.F., and, after passing out of the 
Cadet School, was ‘“‘ gazetted’? as a 
Lieutenant and Air Pilot. 

During the fighting on the Western 
front he had many narrow escapes from 
death. He served there for over eighteen 
months—an extraordinarily long time for 
a flying officer—ascending regularly and 
specialising in long-distance bombing of 
the German lines. 

Retiring to civil life he was appointed 
a surveyor of taxes in the Inland Revenue 
Department, but threw up his appointment 
during the trouble and served as a pilot in 
the Free State Air Force at Baldonnell for 
three months. ' 

He then acted as O/C. of the Air 
Service at Fermoy from October, 1922, to 
January, 1923, before being brought back 
to the headquarters of the Free State Air 
Force at Baldonnell. 

Commandant Maloney always evinced the 
greatest keenness in his work as an air- 
man, and only three months ago volun- 
teered to attempt the Atlantic crossing 
from Ireland to the United States in a 
Martynside six-seater passenger machine. 

There is such a machine at the Bal- 
donnell Aerodrome, which is capable of 
doing the flight, having the necessary 
petrol-carrying power of 20 hours: It was 
considered by his senior officer, however, 
that the flicht would involve too much 
risk. 

Commandánt Maloney is the third ofhcer 
of the Free State Air Force to be killed 
Since its establishment in August, 1922. 
The others were Lieutenant Nevin and 
Lieutenant McDonagh, both youthful air- 
men. 

There are now fifteen certificated pilots 
at the Baldonnell Aerodrome, where there 
are twenty machines of various types in 
commission. 


HOW THE ACCIDENT 
HAPPENED. 


MACHINE COLLIDES 
WITH TREE, 
From Our Specia CORRESPONDENT. 


CURRAGH, Tuesday. 

Commandant Thomas Maloney, aged 26, 
one of the most popular and most efficient 
officers of the Free State Air Service, lost his 
life while piloting a “‘ Bristol Fighter ' dur- 
ing the Army manoeuvres in the Curragh 
Command to-day. 

The operations had only been in progress 
about an hour when the young officer who, 
with two other pilots, was attached to the 
Army, which was supposed to be 
defending the Curragh Camp, met his death. 

Commandant Maloney flew towards the 
enemy lines, accompanied by Sergeant 
Tracey, who acted as observer. 

He passed over the town of Kildare shortly 
before eleven o'clock; ten minutes later his 
machine was wrecked, its pilot dead, and its 
observer In a semi-conscious condition. 

Having observed that the “ Red ” troops 
were advancing to take possession of a. rail- 
way. bridge, he swooped low to give his 
observer an oo em of “ bombwg “” a 
bridge. The observer then caught sight of 
several armoured cars some distance beyond 
the bridge, and the aeroplane swooped. over 
them and started to rise again, Poo late, 
however, the unfortunate pilot —dis- 
covered a great ash tre in his 
line oí -flight and the - aeroplane 
dashed into the top. There was the snap of 
breaking branches, and the machine nose- 
dived to earth. 

When the officers and men of the “ Red” 
Army hurried up a few minutes later they 
found the machine a ‘twisted mass of 
wreckage, and ten minutes later they re- 
covered the mangled body of the pilot. The 
observer, Sergeant Tracey, was in a dazed 
condition. When he recovered consciousness 
his first question was for his unfortunate 
companion. 

e ambulance was already on the scene, 
and both men were conveyed to the camp 
hospital at the Curragh, but the Commandant 
was dead before his body was recovered from 
the wreckage. It is thought that death was 
almost instantaneous. 

There was a pathetic scene in the hospital 
in the evening, when the Coroner, Dr. 
Jeremiah O'Neill, Athy, arrived to conduct 
an inquest on the remains. 

The operations in the command area had 
barely concluded when the dead officer's 
comrades made their way to the hospital.

ARRANGEMENTS WITH 
CREDITORS. 

TO THE EDITOR. OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Birn,—My attention has been drawn to the 
article appearing in your publication of the 
22nd inst., headed ‘Irish Law: Recent 
Dublin Decision Explained.”” My Association 
is quite aware that “a debtor can take the 
protection of the Court pending an inquiry 
into his ‘affairs, and while that is proceeding 
publication is prohibited,’ but the Dublin 
Correspondent of the Financial T'imes 
ignores. the fact that the ordinary trader, as 
soon as ever his petition is granted, must, 
under the Deeds of Arrangement Amendment 
Act, 1090, file- an affidavit setting out’ the 
amount of his liabilities and assets. So far 
as my Association is aware, no such obliga- 
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means available through the ordinary trade 
channels of ascertaining the stability or 
otherwise of the company, should it subse- 
quently seek credit. Traders, therefore, feel 
that a limited company should not be placed 
in a more favoured position than the ordinary 
individual. 

All that my Association desires on behalf. of 
the commercial community is that the limited 
amount of publication allowed in the matter 
of an ordinary trader’s arrangement with his 
creditors be made applicable in the case of a 
limited liability company seeking to do the 
same thing with its creditors. Under the 
Companies (Consolidation) Act, 1908, every 
mortgage or charge by a limited company 
must be registered within twenty-one days of 
its creation in the official. Registry, and, if 
this is considered) necessary for the protection 
of shareholders, surely a similar protection 
should be made available for intending 
cred:tora, |

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THE DOWN SURVEY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMTS. 

_ Str,—Your correspondent in yesterday's 
issue, writing on the Down Survey, makes 
some statements which would bear substan- 
tiation. He mentions two sets of maps— 
barony maps and parish maps.

Even “ un- 
forfeited lands ' are merely described as such, 
and even the names of the new Cromwellian 
settlers are not always given. 

It is news also to hear that Sir William 
Petty only copied existing maps.

If 
Petty’s Survey was completed abgut 1665, as 
he states, snd copied from. maps made in the 
time of Charles II., as he also states, it would 
mean that the plans were duplicated in the 
space of a few years, which seems unlikely. 
Surely, the Cromwellian Plantation was not 
carried out under the ‘Restoration’? One of the 
first acts of Charles was to set up a Court of 
Claims in Dublin for hearing the dispossessed. 
The court was a farce, no doubt, but it. would 
have been more than farcical if the Plantation 
were ing concurrently. As a matter of 
fact, voth Survey and Plantation were com- 
pleted about 1650, fifteen years previous to 
the date assigned by Dr. Gorham. Cromwell’s 
name appears on the maps as “ His Highness 
ye Lord Protector."’ Under a Stuart he would 
be more likely styled “the Regivide '” in 
official documents, .

ABUSE OF IRISH. 
TO THE EDITOR. OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Srr,—I have from time. to time in the 
public Press complained of the methods 
adopted by the Government—no doubt, urged 
on by the Gaelic League—to revive the Irish 
language. Those methods appear to me, and, 
I think, to the vast majority of the ‘Irish 
people, likely to have the effect of killing, 
rather than of reviving, the. old language. 
Several public bodies have protested against 
those methods. Those who condemn the 
‘shoving down our throat’ policy. of the 
Government are dubbed ‘ Imperialists,”’ 
although, as a matter of fact, they are not 
opposed to the revival of Irish, but only 
are opposed to the methods adopted for its 
revival. The same charge of ‘* Imperialism ” 
is made against those—and they are practi- 
cally the whole people—who condemn the 
Government's policy in regard to the Medical 
Register. It is only to be expected that 
Mr. de Valera and Miss Mary MacSwiney 
and company would call those criticis “‘ Im- 
perialists,’’ but for supporters of the Free 
State to apply that term is too ridiculous. 
I have all my life been supporting the 
Irish language, and I have been as much 
opposed to British rule as any member of 
the Government or any member of the 
Gaelic League; but am I now, forsooth, to 
be called an “ Imperialist '’ by the language 
fanatics? 

I am convinced that the Post Office 
methods of reviving Gaelic are having the 
very opposite effect to that intended. Those 
methods create a positive revulsion towards 
the language. here i¢ a revulsion also 
against the methods of the Education 
Minister. Parents of school children resent 
the. long vacation given to teachers and the 
long hours devoted to a subject that they feel 
will be no help to those youngsters when 
they have to depend oh themselves for their 
own living. , 

To those who love the old language and 
like to see its gradual and sure revival, the 
proceedings of the Bray Urban Council, re- 
ported in last weeks daily papers, will 
appear, to say the least of. them, farcical. 
A few years ago the language enthusiasts 
had Bray changed to ‘ Bri-Chualann,”’ and 
some sensible members of the Council pro- 
posed to revert. to the old name—the name 
it has been known by for many generations 
ast. After considerable discussion an 
amendment was carried by 14 to 11 to call it 
a new name—the new name being ‘“ Bri,” 
with Bray in brackets! ‘If this is not en- 
thusiasm gone mad, I do not know what 
it is. 

The following story well illustrates Post 
Office methods of inspiring a love for Gaelic. 
A few weeks ago met a lady here in 
Athlone who was most anxious to receive a 
telegram from her young-daughter who went 
to Manchester for a holiday. She was on 
her way to the Post Office to know if a 
telegram had come. for her: they could give 
her no information. When she got back to 
her house she ‘found a green slip of paper 
which she assumed to have some reference 
to the expected telegram. She showed it to 
me, It was all written in Irish except a 
line at the foot which explained nothing. 
I could speak a little Irish, but could not 
read it; so I could not help her, She went 
to the Post Office a second time and the 
slip was ‘explained to her. The telegraph 
messenger called to deliver the telegram, 
and, not finding anyone to answer his knock, 
he put the green slip under the door, I agk 
what is the meaning of issuing such s 
in a language that 95 or 99% of the

ANOTHER EARLY MORNING 
FIRE IN DUÉLIN. 


Damage to the extent of over £5,000 was 
caused by a fire which broke out yesterday 
morning in a large shed situated at the 
back of the premises of the Clanwilliam Motor 
Company, Clanwilliam lane, Dublin.
